Jubilation Turns to 
Tragedy, as Rescued 
Teen Dies

If it had been a Hollywood movie, the rescue of 14 
year old snowboarder Jeff Thornton would have been 
considered too miraculous to be plausible. When Sier¬ 
ra Madre Search and Rescue Team members found 
Thornton alive on Friday, February 13th, they were as 
surprised as anyone. As it turned out« not only was the 
rescue too improbable for the movies, it was too improb¬ 
able for real life, also; Thornton died last Friday, Feb¬ 
ruary 20th, at Loma Linda University Medical Center. 

Art Fortini, one of the Sierra Madre Search and Res¬ 
cue Team members who found Thornton, let the team’s 
prepared statement speak for itself. Released by Presi¬ 
dent Tom Burhenn, that statement read, “The men and 
women of the Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team 
are deeply saddened by the death of Jeff Thornton, and 
extend our condolences to his family and friends. We 
take some solace that our efforts along with the efforts 
of other mountain rescue teams and the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff s Department enabled Jeff to have some 
tinne to spend with his family before his passing.” 

When Fortini and Randy Katai found Thornton, the 
teen’s body temperature was more than four degrees 
below normal. He was flown to Foothill Presbyterian 
Hospital, then transferred to Loma Linda, where his con¬ 
dition had been upgraded to fair earlier last week. On

Residents’ Concerns About Private 
Property Issues Prompt Council to 

"Start Over"

The Sierra Madre City Council, which at first read¬ 
ing had approved of proposed Tree Ordinance 1150 on 
a 4-1 vote with only Mayor Pro Tern Doug Hayes dis¬ 
senting, reconsidered the issue Tuesday night, and in¬ 
stead of accepting Director of Public Works Director 
Bruce Inman’s Alternatives 1 (adopt Ordinance 1150) 
or 2 (amend Ordinance 1150), voted unanimously to go 
with Inman’s third proposal: Start over. 

It was in November of 1993 that the Council adopt¬ 
ed Ordinance 1103, which established guidelines for the 
preservation of trees in Sierra Madre. Since that time, 
the biggest issue of debate on tree preservation has been, 
‘To what extend should the Council regulate trees on 
private property?” On November 25, 1997, the Council 
adopted Ordinance 1145, which repealed Ordinance 
1103 (and with it. Sierra Madre’s Tree Commission), 
and also adopted Emergency Ordinance 1146U. Since 
that time. City Staff has been working on a new perma¬ 
nent tree ordinance.

“In tfte last elec¬ 
tion, we had 7,408 regis¬ 
tered voters, and 1,700 of 
them voted. 600 signed 
this petition and said no, 
and we can get mcne if we 
have to.” 

Landscaper and former 
Trw Commissioner Lew 
Watanabe said, “The de¬ 
mise of Ordinance 1103 
was a desire for the power 
to go into the private sec¬ 
tor.” Watanabe urged the 
Council to name the En- 
glenumn Oak a City Tree, 
but not a protected tree. At 
last Thursday’s Planning 
Commission meeting, the 
Planning Commission vot¬ 
ed 4-3 to reconunend i»o- 
tecting the Englemann 
Oak. Watanabe, however, 
argued that protecting die 
tree was contrary to the 
spirit of naming it a City 
Tree. “You should be en¬ 
couraging people to plant 
the Engleitiann Oak, if it’s 
a City Tree. If you tell peo¬ 
ple what they can and can’t 
do with this type of tree, 
the result will be that peo¬ 
ple won’t plant them.” 

Ordinance 1150 was 
not without its supporters, 
however. Joylouise 
Harte’-Smith, who had 
commended Iiunan on his 
draft of Ordinance 1150, 


said, “We have rules and 
regulations governing ev¬ 
ery facet of our lives...We 
have public concern in all 
facets of our lives.” 
Hwte’-Smith went on to 
say that those supporting 
the private property regu¬ 
lation weren’t concerned 
about Sierra Madre’s cur¬ 
rent residents, but added, 
“We don’t know who will 
come in and what they 
might do. Our trees are 
imp<Ktant in our lives, and 
we should protect them.” 

The Council, however, 
had done a turnaround 
since last week, when 
1150 had been approved at 
first reading. “I like the 
specificity of the mitiga¬ 
tion measures (in 1150),” 
said Councilmember Bart 
Doyle. “My concern with 
the current draft ordinance 
is that it’s overreaching. I 
don’t see how we could 
regulate all those trees on 
private property if we 
wanted to, and I’m pretty 
sure we don’t want to. We 
have to narrow the scope 
of this way down.” 

Councilmember 
MacGillivray expressed an 
interest in going back to a 
prior ordinance which fo¬ 
cused on public property 
and new construction. 
“We shouldn’t be on peo¬ 
ple’s private property,” 


said MacGillivray. She 
was also opposed to the 
description of the pro¬ 
posed Tree Advisory 
.Committee, which w|is 
suggested to hold regular 
meetings subjeot-to-Rob- 
ert’s Rules of Order and 
the Brown Act. What 
MacGillivray envisioned 
was something more along 
the lines of an on-call com¬ 
mittee. , 

Mayor Pro Tern Doug 
Hayes, whose original op¬ 
position to 1150 set the 
stage for the turnabout, 
said, “By and large, I think 
Sierra Madre’s doing a 
pretty good job of taking 
care of our trees.” 

After it was unanimous¬ 
ly voted to not approve 
Ordinance 1150, and May¬ 
or Jim Hester stated his 
intention to call a study 
session on the issue of a 
new tree ordinance, Hester 
asked, “Does anyone else 
have any feeli ngs on this? ” 
at which point a voice 
from the back of the room 
(which sounded an awful 
lot like Bill McKeman’s) 
said, “Yeah,” and the 
sound of one person clap¬ 
ping was heard, quickly 
joined by others as a solid 
majority of attendees gave 
the Council a round of ap¬ 
plause.

1999 will mark the first 
time since 1915 that Arca¬ 
dia has not had a float in 
Pasadena’s Tournament of 
Roses Parade. The Arcadia 
Tournament of Roses As¬ 
sociation announced ear¬ 
lier this week that its offic¬ 
ers had voted to disband. 

Arcadia’s history in the 
Rose Parade is a long one, 
starting with Anita Bald¬ 
win in the early part of this 
century. While the entity 
organizing the entry 
changed from time to time, 
Arcadians participation 
was constant. The Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce handled 
the float entry for a num¬ 
ber of years. In 1966, in¬ 
stead of being a committee 
of the (Thamber, the Tour¬ 
nament of Roses Associa¬ 
tion became a separate en- 


tion afloat for 1997 and 
1998, “It (the renewed in¬ 
terest) was temporary, and 
it wasn’t really enough,” 
said President Polly 
Schmutz. 

The National Child¬ 
hood Cancer Foundation 
brought four childhood 
cancer survivors to this 
year’s float, “Fresh Start”. 
1998’s theme was “Havin’ 
Fun”, and the design of a 
lemonade stand (‘fresh’ 
lemonade) with the grati¬ 
tude that these four shared 
in having a second chance 
at life made Arcadia’s fi¬ 
nal entry to the Parade a 
memorable one. 

While Schmutz has in¬ 
dicated that there is always 
the potential for a new 
group to take over and try 
to renew a float associa¬ 
tion, that’s not going to 
happen in its present form 
with the most recent 
group. “I suppose if some¬ 
one wanted to take it over, 
that would be possible, but 
as it existed, no,” said 
Schmutz. 

The floats of years past 
have ranged from tens of 
thousands of dollars in 
cost up to and over 
$100,000. Rising costs 
were cited by the Arcadia 
Tournament of Roses As¬ 
sociation as an issue in the 
decision to disband. “In 
order to compete, you have 
to have a decent float, and 


“This very difficult de¬ 
cision by the Board of Di¬ 
rectors was made only af¬ 
ter extensive study with 
input from past Associa¬ 
tion presidents and other 
knowledgeable and inter¬ 
ested people in the city,” 
said Schmutz.

Legislation that would renumerate Route 30 and 
portions of the 210 freeway was introduced today. As¬ 
sembly Bill 2388, authored by Assemblyman Bob 
Margett (R-Arcadia) and Assembly Republican Leader 
Bill Leonard (R-Rancho Cucamonga) would redesig¬ 
nate Route 30 as Route 210 and redesignate the portion
